— Whereas certain draft rules ; further to amend the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules, 1956, were published as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), at 
pages 2514 to 2518 of the Gazette of India, Part II — Section 3— Sub-section (i) 
dated the 9th August, 1969, under tfie notification ot the Government of India in 
the Ministry of Health and Family Planning and Works, Housing and Urban 
Development (Department of Health), No. G.S.R, 1876, dated the 25th July, 1909, 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, 
till the 31st August, 1969; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 9th 
August, 1509. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from the public pn the 
said draft rules have been considered by the Central Government 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of 
section 4 and sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central Govern- 
ment, after consultation with Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
1 Rules, 1955, namely: — 

1 . These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Second 
Amendment) Rules. 1971. 

2. They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 


3. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1965; —

and shall not be in any case less than ,3 m.m. in height. The word 
‘Synthetic’ whenever it is used shall be of the same size as used for 
the name of the product"; 

(5) in rule 49, after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be inserted. 

namely: — 

"(3) Any fruit and vegetable product alleged to be fortified with vitamin 
C shall contain not less than 40 mgm of ascorbic acid per 100 gnu 
of the product.”; 

( 6 ) in rule 50, in sub-rule (1), 

(a) after clause (q), the following clause shall be inserted, namely:— 
“(r) silver leaf for human consumption,” 

(b) for the proviso, the following proviso shall be substituted, namely:— 


“Provided that the fruit products covered under Fruit Products Order, 
1955, solvent extracted oils and edible flour covered under the 
Solvent Extracted Oils. De-olled Meal and Edible Flour (Control) 
Order, 1987, and Vanaspati covered under the Vegetable Oil Pro- 
ducts Control Order, 1947, shall be exempted from the above rule.”; 

(7) after Part XIV, the following shall be inserted, namely: 

“PART XV SOLVENT EXTRACTED OILS AND EDIBLE FLOUR 


, solvent-extracted oil.- — Solvent-extracted oils means any vege- 

table oil obtained from oil-bearing material by the process of extraction by * 
noivent* J 
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67 . Conditions of manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted oil.-— The- 
manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted oil shall comply with the follow- 
ing conditions, namely: — 

(1) The oil shall be manufactured only In factories licenced for the purpose 

under the Solvent-Extracted oil, De-oiled Meal and Edible Flour 
(Control) Order, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as the said Order in 
this Part). 

(2) The oil-bearing materials subjected to the extraction process for the 

manufacture of solvent-extracted oil, and the solvent used in the said 
process, shall conform to the standards of quality laid down in sub- 
clauses (7) and (8) of clause 9 of the said Order. 

(3) Only such grades and varieties of solvent-extracted oil may be manu- 

factured, stocked or sold for the purpose of direct human consumption- 
as have been permitted in sub-clause (1) of clause 9 of the said' 
Order, and for the purpose of refining for direct human consumption 
or for use in the manufacture of vanaspati as have been permitted" 
in sub-clause (2) of clause 9 of the said Order and these oils shall 
conform to the appropriate standards of quality prescribed therein. 

(4) The oils shall be packed and labelled in accordance with the require- 

ments under clause 11 of the said Order. 

( 6 ) The sale or movement of stocks of solvent-extracted oils other than of 
the "refined” grade, that is to say oil which has been neutralised, 
bleached and deodorised and conforms to the appropriate standards 
of quality for such oil, shall be governed by the provisions of sub- 
clause (3) Of clause 9 of the saia Order. Such oil shall be sold or 
moved by the producer directly to Industrial users thereof registered 
as such under the said Order, and not to any other person or through 
any third party. 

68. Definition of solvent-extracted edible flour. — "Sol vent- extracted edible- 
flour” means the ground material obtained from specially-prepared de-oiled meal, 
that is the residual material left over when oil is extracted by a solvent from oil- 
cake immediately following the single-pressing of good quality edible oilseeds. 

69 . Conditions of manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted edible 
flour. — The manufacture, stock and sale of solvent-extracted edible flour shall be- 
subject to compliance with the following conditions, namely: — 

(1) The edible flour shall be manufactured only in factories licensed for the 

purpose under the said Older. 

(2) The de-oiled meal from which the edible flour is prepared, and the 

solvent used in the extraction process, shall conform to the standards 
of quality laid down in sub-clauses (6) and (8) of clause 9 of the 
said Order. 

(3) Only such grades and qualities of edible flour may be manufactured as 

have been permitted in sub-clause (0) of clause 9 of the said Order, 
and these shall conform to the appropriate standards of quality pres- 
cribed therein. 

(4) The edible flour shall be packed and labelled in accordance with the 

requirements under clause 11 of the said Order.”; 

(8) in Appendix B—

(a) in sub-item (1) for the words "Coffee liberica of Coffea robusta” the 
words “Coffea liberica, Coffea excelsa or Coffea robusta” shall be 
substituted;
